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DOWNER OLYMPIC SOCCER CLUB, the major 
sponsors of Canberra City Olympians, drop- 
ped a bombshell last week with a notice sent 
to all its Members, calling them to an Extra- 
Ordinary General Meeting this month on the 


18th. 


Canberra City Olym- 
pians’ survival in the 
Olympic Airways Soccer 
League seems threatened 
should Downer’s support 
be withdrawn. 

It is no secret in the 
National Capital that the 
new Board of Directors of 
Downer Olympic, is not 
too happy with the 
sponsorship money 
pledged late last year for 
this season by the previous 
Board. 

The pledged amount for 
the 1986 season is $120,000 
which was committed by 
last year’s Board of 
Downer. 

This was a cut-back 
from 1985’s $180,000. 

The notice that went to 
members from the current 
president, Nick Xzerakis, 
States: 

“The purpose of the 
meeting is to inform mem- 
bers that this club cannot 
meet the sponsorship 
monies pledged to pay to 
Canberra City Olympians 
at this stage. 

The notice has sent 
shock-waves through Can- 
berra’s Soccer fraternity. 

It was understood from 
last year that the sponsor- 
ship would be slashed 
from $180,000 to $120,000 
this year. 

Now the new Downer 
Board is feeling the pinch 
of such a commitment and 
is seeking the approval 
from its members to re- 
duce this figure even

further still. 

It is rumoured that the 
Board is struggling to 
meet interest payments on 
debts carried over from 
last year, forcing president 
Xzerakis to adopt severe 
draconian tactics to bring 
economic sanity as well as 
Stability to the club. 


To a large extent, I 
applaud the Downer 
Board’s intended action. 

Too often in the past, 
we have seen clubs commit 
economic suicide after re- 
fusing to live within their 
financial means. 

The Downer Olympic 
Soccer Club situated in the 
Canberra suburb of Dick- 
son, is a pleasant little 
social club set on two acres 
of land. 

Since last year, the club 
has submitted applications 
to the Government to ac- 
quire further strips of land 
for extentions to the club’s 
facilities to erect a spor- 
ting complex that will in- 
corporate a swimming 
pool and an indoor sports 
arena. 

The financial drain on 
Downer’s cash-flow has 
now prompted the club’s 
President to put a plug in 
it. 

Downer’s backing, plus

FOLLOWERS of English football - and there are 
thousands of them In Australia - have been 
fascinated in recent weeks by the struggle for 
the first division championship. 

The excitement really started around Christ- 
mas time with Manchester United clear 
favourites with a 10 points lead over all 
opponents. United slipped and Everton took 
over top place. Then, with West Ham United 
and Chelsea, the London rivals, in with a title 
chance, Liverpool almost stealthily crept into 


the lead. 
This is good. A close finish is the essence ot 


any competition. 
In England, teams get three points for a win 


and one for a draw. Judging by the way the 
system has worked, it is an eminently suitable 
set-up. 

Would it not be similarly suitable in Au- 
stralia? 

That is the question the rulers of the Olympic 
Airways National League and, indeed, the State 
Leagues should ask themselves. 

Using the two-points-for-a-win system, Man- 
chester United might never have been caught 
as they registered their many early victories. 
Chelsea and West Ham might have given up 
the chase long before the end of the season. 

But with three points to be picked up from a 
match, there was always the possibility of 
catching the leading side even though a 
challenging side might be several rungs down 
the ladder. 

We realise this coin has another side. If a 
team wins too many matches, and does not 
flop as Manchester United flopped this season, 
that team could open up a huge gap on all 
pretenders to the throne. 

But this has not happened in England. The 
Old Trafford side threatened to make It happen 

when they won 10 successive games in a 
whirlwind start to the competition but, In the 
event, they were pulled back to the rest of the 
fleld...much to the dismay of their loyal 
supporters. 

In Australia, the three points system has 


been tried. It was hardly given a falr trial. 
It lasted for just one season before clubs 


voted it out. That was hardly a fair trial for 
something so new and experimental. 

Perhaps the NSL clubs should give It another 
trial. What Is there to lose? 

It’s not exactly as If the present set-up Is 
attracting thousands of spectators to matches. 

When a competition gets the disappointing 
attendances suffered by the National League, 
nothing would be lost by revamping the 
system. 

It Is not completely clear why the new 
system was dumped by the clubs after only 
one year. 

Some State League officials felt Soccer here 
needed a uniform points system: in other 
words, we could not operate on three points 
for the national competition and two points for 


other leagues. 
Awarding three points for a win would not 


suddenly transform a pedestrian competition 
Into something capable of attracting huge 
crowds to its matches. 

But it just might introduce a little more 
interest and competitiveness to the NSL or the 
State Leagues. Would this be so bad? 

Let us not be brain-washed by claims from 
National League headquarters that there Is a 
substantial growth In match attendances this 
year. 

if crowds really are up, we should be happy. 
But let's be honest. Any administrator who is 
satisfied with the support Soccer gets in 
Australia right now is easily pleased. 

ft might be a good Idea for the completely 
new 14-team NSL to kick-off next year with the 
English system of awarding points. .and to give 
it a reasonable trial period of, perhaps, three 
years. 

There Is nothing to lose.

ONE of the most popular and likeable coaches in the Olympic Airways 
Soccer League, Canberra City’s Roy Thomson, through sheer frustra- 
tion, has resigned suddenly from the club.

Canberra City dire- 
ctors surprisingly and 
quickly appointed their 
midfielder Steve Bryant 
as coach. 

Thomson, a loyal ser- 
vant of the club since 
1981, served as assistant 
coach to George Murray, 
Atti Abonyi and Doug 
Collins. 


On the previous Sunday, 
Thomson pulled off an 
upset win in the Nanda 
Cup by defeating the 
highly fancied Melbourne 
Croatia. 


Despite the team having 
lost only two matches in 
12, the Canberra directors 
appeared unhappy with 
the coach.

THE BIG ONE — 
BARCA AND 
BUCHAREST 

BATTLE IT OUT! 


ALLAN HARRIS, assistant coach to Terry 
Venables said it all prior to Barcelona’s win 
over Juventus in the European Cup quarter- 
final tie, “This is what we have been aiming for 
over the two years we’ve been in Barcelona.

“This is the game for 
us.” 

Certainly it is and the 
interest in Spain, more to 
the point, Seville is beyond 
equal. 

Yes the European Cup 
Final is being played on 
Barcelona’s door-step in 
Seville, so what price Bar- 
celona? 

Romania’s champions, 
Steau Bucharest face an 
awesome challenge. Some- 
thing akin to Liverpool’s 
in the 1984 European Cup 
Final when they met AS 
Roma in Rome... .and 
won 4-2 on penalties after 
the game remained dead- 
locked 1-1. 

Bucharest and Barcelo- 
na have met twice pre- 
viously. In 1977-78 they 
met in the first round of 
the UEFA Cup. 

In the First Leg, Steau 
triumphed 3-1 in 
Bucharest but were then 
hammered into submisiion 
5-1 at the grand Nou 
Camp stadium in Barce- 
Jona. 

The other occasion was 
some years previous in 
1971-72 in the Cup Win- 
ners’ Cup again in the first 
round. 

Bucharest knocked out 
the Barcelona side on the 
away goals rule. 

Bucharest won 1-0 at 
home and were beaten 2-1 


in Spain but their goal 
away from home got them 
into the next round. 

Much has changed since 
then as current Rumanian 
national coach, Mircea 
Lucescu said. “Steau is 
without doubt our best 
side in the country and a 
lot has changed since their 
last meeting with Barca, 
they are better.

Manager Emeric Jenei 
says, “It would be a great 
bonus if we could play 
such a big match on our 
home ground, we could 


beat any team 10-0 
there.”

In Seville, 
with only one game, Bar- 
ca should dominate. ’'m 
certain that the Sanchez 
Rizjuan Stadium is very 
much like the Nou Camp 
and it will be packed with 
‘blaugrana’ (Barcelona 
fans).

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RUSSIA — CAN THEY BEAT THEIR 
LOP_ SYDNROME? 


FOR too long now the 
Russian national team 
has promised much 
but has inexplicably 
failed to deliver. 


Russian manager 
Eduard Malofeyev be- 
lieves this time that if his 
highly talented players can 
cure the so called ‘travel 
sickness’ then they can 
become Champions of the 
world. 

Boastingly he claims: 
“We are already World 
Champions in terms of 
results. Unfortunately 
most of our wins are in 
friendly internationals.” 

Explaining their poor 
World Cup finals results 
he says: “Generally we 
don’t play well outside our 
home. We achieved 
memorable results such as 
wins in Brazil and Eng- 
land, but as for Mexico we 
must come to terms with 
the altitude. Firstly though 
we will try to improve our 
away form with a series of 
games away from home.” 

_ The Soviets began poor- 
ly and had to overcome 
their lackadaisical start to 
qualify with the dazzling 
Danes from European 
Group Six. 

A goal from Eire’s 
Mickey Walsh beat them 
in Dublin first up. They 
still hadn’t gotten into 
gear by their next match 
in Norway where they 
drew 1-1 with the home 
side. Litovchenko answer- 
ing a Thoresen penalty.

Traditionally though, 
Russia promise much, 
posture a lot and flop.

World Cups have 
brought little success, the 
highlight being a semi- 
final berth in 1966, lost to 
West Germany.

Yet Russia produces 
world class players who 
pose awesome problems 
when tackled on their own 
soil. 

During 1985 they play- 
ed 14 games, losing only 
two, Goalkeeper Renat 
Dasaev ranks among the 
best in the world.

Chivadse plays, the de- 
fence will be very tight. 

Fjodor Cherenkov is a 
midfield player of great 
quality and vision who 
also has the ability to score 
goals. Up front few strik- 
ers will be able to match 
Oleg Protasov of Dnepr, 
whose total of 33 League 
goals is a Russian record. 

The 22-year-old is a star 
now more than a star of 
the future, one who could 
set the World Cup alight 
this Northern Hemisphere 
summer. 


He clearly enjoys what 
he is best at doing — 
scoring goals — and at 
times seems to be teasing 
defenders with his control 
and turn of pace. To many 
he seems a bit casual and 
on the occasion he'll ‘crack 
up’ when things are not 
going his way. 

Along with Michael 
Laudrup of Denmark and 
and Rumania’s Georghe 
Hagi, he is the most pro- 
mising player on the Euro- 
pean scene. 


Protasovy made his in- 
ternational debut in 1984 
as a substitute in an away 
friendly match against the 
West Germans. 

The Soviets lost 2-1 but 
Protasov was well and 
truly on the right track. 

Picture this if you will. 
England’s champion 
goalkeeper, Peter Shilton 
sprawled on the Wembley 
turf face first, seemingly 
at wars with everyone 
around him. He then rises 
to his feet and angrily 
delivers a pusnishing punt 
to the ball that was nestled 
in the back of his net. 

Protasov was the goal- 
thief that brought this 
emotion from the 
emotionless. 

But Protasov although 
twice scoring in two substi- 
tute appearances still had 
not convinced Eduard 
Malofeyev that he was

good enough to wear the 
red shirt of his country on 
a permanent basis. :

CAN THE MAGYARS BE 
MAGNIFICENT AGAIN?

ANY team that can knock off Brazil 3-0 has got 
to have something going for them and that is 
certainly the case when one contemplates the 
chances of Hungary in this year’s World Cup.

“The Hungarian peo- 
ple cannot understand our 
lack of success over the 
past two decades.

To their actual cam- 
paign and as the Western 
world sorted out their 
bribery scandals and form 
slumps, the new-look 
Magyars were on their 
way to World Cup finals 
number nine. 

Austria and Holland, 
Hungary’s relevant rivals 
in Group Five, both failed 
to see the danger signals, 
fearing each other more 
than a nation too long 
reliant on past glories and 
long-gone stars. 

Gyorgy Mezey the man-

RUSSIA — CAN THEY BEAT THEIR 


FOR too long now the 
Russian national team 
has promised much 
but has inexplicably 
failed to deliver. 


Russian manager 
Eduard Malofeyev be- 
lieves this time that if his 
highly talented players can 
cure the so called ‘travel 
sickness’ then they can 
become Champions of the 
world. 

Boastingly he claims: 
“We are already World 
Champions in terms of 
results. Unfortunately 
most of our wins are in 
friendly internationals.” 

Explaining their poor 
World Cup finals results 
he says: “Generally we 
don’t play well outside our 
home. We achieved 
memorable results such as 
wins in Brazil and Eng- 
land, but as for Mexico we 
must come to terms with 
the altitude. Firstly though 
we will try to improve our 
away form with a series of 
games away from home.” 

The Soviets began poor- 
ly and had to overcome 
their lackadaisical start to 
qualify with the dazzling 
Danes from European 
Group Six. 

A goal from Eire’s 
Mickey Walsh beat them 
in Dublin first up. They 
still hadn’t gotten into 
gear by their next match 
in Norway where they 
drew 1-1 with the home 
side. Litovchenko answer- 
ing a Thoresen penalty. 

Against Switzerland 
they managed only a 2-2 
draw, Gavyriloy and De- 
mianenko the scorers after 
it seemed the Swiss cham- 
pion Andre Egli might 
finish them off. 

Two points from three 
games and the campaign 
seemed on the surface a 
disaster.

The quality of the goals 
scored were of the highest 
bracket. Protassov’s being 
absolutely magically 
struck from some 25 
metres after a build-up on 
the left. 

Now the Russians were 
in serious trouble, five 
games played and only 
four points.

Malofeyev continues: 
“We showed our capabili- 
ties during the 2-0 win 
over England at Wembley. 
West Germany were 
beaten 1-0 in Moscow, but 
then I was unhappy with 
our form when we lost 1-0 
away to Mexico. 

“We have players who 
can dictate games and 
score goals. We have con- 
fidence and overall a 
strong and versatile squad. 
Perhaps we can carry our 
home form over to South 
America. 


“If we do, then shocks 
are in store for the ex- 
perts.” 

Traditionally though, 
Russia promise much, 
posture a lot and flop. 
Since winning the first 
European Nations Cup Fi- 
nal, beating Yugoslavia 2- 
1 in 1960, they’ve lost two 
subsequent Finals, to Spain 
in 1964 and West Ger- 
many in 1972. 

World Cups have 
brought little success, the 
highlight being a semi- 
final berth in 1966, lost to 
West Germany.

Yet Russia produces 
world class players who 
Pose awesome problems 
when tackled on their own 
soil.” 

During 1985 they play- 
ed 14 games, losing only 
two. Goalkeeper Renat 
Dasaev ranks among the 
best in the world. 

If sweeper Aleksander 
Chivadse plays, the de- 
fence will be very tight. 

Fjodor Cherenkov is a 
midfield player of great 
quality and vision who 
also has the ability to score 
goals. Up front few strik- 
ers will be able to match 
Oleg Protasoy of Dnepr, 
whose total of 33 League 
goals is a Russian record. 

The 22-year-old is a star 
now more than a star of 
the future, one who could 
set the World Cup alight 
this Northern Hemisphere 
summer. 

He clearly enjoys what 
he is best at doing — 
scoring goals — and at 
times seems to be teasing 
defenders with his control 
and turn of pace. To many 
he seems a bit casual and 


on the occasion he’ll ‘crack 


up’ when things are not 
going his way. 

Along with Michael 
Laudrup of Denmark and 
and Rumania’s Georghe 
Hagi, he is the most pro- 
mising player on the Euro- 
pean scene. 


Protasovy made his in- 
ternational debut in 1984 
as a substitute in an away 
friendly match against the 
West Germans. 

The Soviets lost 2-1 but 
Protasov was well and 
truly on the right track. 

Picture this if you will. 
England’s champion 
goalkeeper, Peter Shilton 
sprawled on the Wembley 
turf face first, seemingly 
at wars with everyone 
around him. He then rises 
to his feet and angrily 
delivers a pusnishing punt 
to the ball that was nestled 
in the back of his net. 

Protasoy was the goal- 
thief that brought this 
emotion from the 
emotionless. 

But Protasoy although 
twice scoring in two substi- 
tute appearances still had 
not convinced Eduard 
Malofeyev that he was

good enough to wear the 
red shirt of his country on 
a permanent basis. 

Although 1985 was the 
year of Michel Platini, 
Oleg Protasov was not far 
behind.

Along with this 
came the Russian record 
for goalscoring with 35 
goals in 34 games, one 
more than the previous 


record held by Simonian, _ 


and just at the tender age 
of 21! 

Now for Mexico. Will 
it be the right scene for 
Protasov to blossom? Is 
he still too young and 
inexperienced to succeed 
against the worlds best 
defenders? Will he get 
the support he needs in 
order to succeed from his 
team-mates? 

Only time will tell. . . . 

Protasov is not Russia’s 
only front-line’ weapon 
however. We musn’t 
forget 32-year-old former 
European Footballer of 
the Year, Oleg Blokhin. 

Although he no longer

to their oppinion.

And not everyone, after 
all agreed with Jesus 
Christ or for that matter 
Bob Hawke. 

So why should I expect 
everyone to agree with 
everyting I have to say on 
Australian Soccer. 

But, Reg Roston’s let- 
ter in last week’s ASW 
deserves an answer. He 
was on about my article on 
basketball’s success and 
Soccer’s non success in 
ASW. : 

Well Mr Roston wasn't 
around in the early days of 
Canberra City. In fact 
about only half a dozen 
people were. 

Those were the days 
when Soccer dominated 
Canberra sport, the team 
drew an average of 6500 
spectators to the Bruce 
Stadium and Soccer was 
the sport in Canberra. 

Then the “‘experts’’ be- 
came involved and over 
the past decade reduced 
Soccer’s credibility, credit 
rating and entire existance 
to a non event. 

Thankfully the City 
Club, the original Can- 
berra City Soccer Club, 
led by Charles Perkins 
had enough guts not to 
walk away from a 
$500,000 debt unlike one 
of our leading Sydney 
clubs (twice) has done. 


Today the City Club 
has paid (with interest) all 
the past debts and is now 
arguably the most presti- 
gious and profitable club 
in Canberra. 

But all this is not my 
point — rather back- 
ground to the comments 
by the like of Mr Roston. 

I am not a full time 
employee of the current 
Canberra City Olympians 
Club. I cannot, with a 
fistful of one hundred dol- 
lar bills, undo the damage 
done in a sense since I left 
the club in 1978 and when 
I returned in 1984. 

My role is to get money 
for Canberra City — 
$140,000 in 1984, $1985 
and $100,000 this year. 

Our major sponsor, who 
I secured for Canberra, is 
by far the largest in the 
national league — $72,727 
in 1985, about the same 
this year and $40,000 odd 
in 1984. 

James Hardie Indus- 
tries, incidentally rate my 
handling of their sponsor- 
ship ‘“‘the best of all their 
sporting sponsorships”’. 

If you doubt me ring 
them. 

In fact it is no secret 
JHI would not be in- 
volved with Canberra had 
I not been there this year 
— again check with them. 

But really the point of 
Mr Roston’s letter is the 


Canberra basketball team 
and Soccer publicity. 

The Canberra basket- 
ball team, non existant 
when I was first in Can- 
berra, copied everything 
from Soccer — or the half 
a dozen dedicated people 
who kicked off Canberra 
City. 


In terms of Soccer 
publicity, the Canberra 
Club, has allocated 
$10,000 in this years 
budget to advertising and 
promotion. 


For Mr Roston’s in- 
formation $10,000 buys 
you a dozen back page ads. 
in the Canberra Times, a 
dozen ads in Australian 
Soccer Weekly, our own 
radio show on 2XX — 
and little else. 


Perhaps Mr Roston can 
get a better sponsor than 
James Hardie’s three year 
$190 odd thousand con- 
tribution to Soccer in the 
national capital than I did. 


Perhaps he can also doa 
loaves and fishes act and 
get better mileage for 
$10,000 advertising over 
thirty weeks than I can. 

Perhaps he can also do 
it cheaper than the $5,000 
net fee I receive for doing 
it — provide I stay till 
December 1986. 


Having been brought up 
“on the wrong side of the 
tracks in Botany and 
“educated” at Cleveland 
Street Boys High School 
and a very primitive Uni- 
versity of NSW I have 
seen the other side of life 
many times. 

Unfortunately Can- 
berra people, perhaps like 
Mr Roston haven't. And . 
that’s been the biggest 
problem with Soccer in the 
ACT. 

Lots of words, but when 
it comes to help, getting 
the hand in the pocket, 
devoting time to the game, 
the spoilt people of Can- 
berra run the other way.

It has been drawn in 
Group D and faces North- 
ern Ireland in Guadalajara 
on June 3, Brazil in 
Guadalajara on June 3, 
Brazil in Guadalajara on 
June 6, and Spain in Mon- 
terrey on June 12. 

In Spain four years ago, 
Algeria scored a memor- 
able 2-1 first round win 
over West Germany — 
one of the biggest upsets in 
World Cup history — and 
although it also beat 
Chile, it was deprived of a 
deserved second round 
place because of the 
duplicity between West 
Germany and its neigh- 
bour Austria. 

Eleven of the Algerians 
who competed in Spain 
will be in the squad again 
this summer, including 
Algeria’s — and probably 
Africa’s — best player 
Lakhdar Belloumi, who 
scored the winner against 
West German in 1982. 

His range of natural 
skills have been compared 
to those of France’s 
Michel Platini, and earned 
him the title of Arican 
Player of the Year in 
1981. 

Although he has been 
hampered by injuries for 
most of the last year, he 
returned to the national 
team and played for 60 
minutes when it drew 1-1 
with Fluminense of Brazil 
last week, and should be 
fully fit by the time the 
World Cup stars. Bel- 


loumi has turned down 
dozens of big-money 
offers from the top Euro- 
pean clubs simply because 
he prefers to play his 
Soccer at home. 

Coach Rabah Saadane 
has used about 40 players 
in the past year or so, but 
after Algeria’s poor show- 
ing at the recent African 
National Cup in Egypt, 
where it failed to make 
the final four, Saadane 
seems set on using as many 
of the professionals play- 
ing in Europe rather than 
the home-based amateurs 
during the World Cup. 

The ‘European conting- 
en’ includes forwards 
Rabah Madjer of Porto, 
Portugal, Selah Assad of 
Mulhouse, France, Rachid 
Harkouk of Notts Coun- 
try, England, Djamel 
Zidane of Waterschei, 
Belgium, Tedj Bensaoula 
and Halim Ben Mabrouck 
of Racing Club Paris, 
Norddine Kourichi of 
Lille, France, Abdellah 
Medjadi of Monaco and 
Fehti Chebel of Rouen, 
France. 

Saadane is also impress- 
ed with stopper Fodil 
Mejharia who plays for 
Chlef in Algeria and may 
use him. Defender 
Mohammed Kaci Said was 
also a key man in Alger- 
ia’s qualification and is 
likely to play. 

In goal, a tight race is 
on between Nasser Eddine 
Drid and Mourad Amara, 
with Drid apparently 
holding the upper hand to 
get the No.1 slot. 

Algerian national Soc- 
cer coach Rabah Saadane 
is the quiet, hardworking 
type who started at the 
bottom and learned the 
craft of managing a win- 
ning team. 

After taking over the 
national squad in Decem- 
ber, 1984 his philosophy of 
letting his free-spirited 
players follow their in- 
stincts on the pitch within 
a basic game plan helped 
him secure the country’s 
second consecutive qual- 
ification for the World 
Cup finals — a feat never 
before achieved by an 
African country, 

Saadane, 39, says he 
likes his team to play a 
South American style, giv- 
ing his players freedom to 
improvise and create the 
play. 

“This is the most beauti- 
ful Soccer,’ Saadane said. 
‘The technical side is not 


fot 


neglected. I like to play 
this way, but my notion of 
modern Soccer is to tem- 
per the technical side with 
realism.” 

Saadane has always had 
a reserved nature, even as 
a player in the Algerian 
first division with Batna 
— his home town in East- 
em Algeria — Constan- 
tine, El Biar and Blida 
clubs and as a solid mid- 
fielder with the national 
team. 

He began working to- 
wards a career as a Soccer 
manager while still a stu- 
dent and semi-pro player, 
earning a degree as a 
physical education instruc- 
tor and, in 1976, a Soccer 
coaching certificate. 

On his retirement as a 
player, he went to France 
to manage third division 
Vichy and then was 
named manager of Alger- 
ia’s national junior team. 
In 1979, he was promoted 
to manage the under-21 
team and took that side to 
the quarterfinals of World 
Youth Cup. 

At the 1982 World Cup 
in Spain, he acted as 
Khalif’s assistant, getting 
to know players such as 
midfielder Lakhdar Bel- 
loumi and stopper Norid- 
dine Kourichi who now 
form the heart of his 1986 
team. 

Saadane’s job was to 
carry on Algeria’s claim to 
supremacy in Africa after 
the decline of 1970s pow- 


did that by leading the 
team to its second straight 
qualification for the Afri- 
can Nations Cup in 
March, but suffered his 
first setback when the 
team failed to reach the 
final four in Egypt. 

Saadane called the set- 
back a positive, humbling 
experience for his players, 
even though the team was 
without many of its stars 
who play for European 
professional clubs and 
without Belloumi, who 
was injured. 

The problem of getting 
all his best players 
together is noting new to 
the manager of the Alge- 
rian squad.

days of high altitude train- 
ing in Switzerland before 
taking his team to Mexico, 
but says that should be 
enough to whip the team 
into shape for the first 
round and its first match 
June 3 at Guadalajara 
against Northern Ireland. 
Saadane admits that the 
team has some problems 
to sort out in the next few 
weeks. He says they are 
too slow in counterattack- 
ing, are weak in marking 
opponents and in realising 
exactly what system the 
Opposing team is using. 


“Undeniably, time is not 
on our side. Other teams 
have already started the 
last stage of their prepara- 
tion and we have not yet 
got together,’ Saadane 
said. 

‘But we are not wor- 
ried. Out last stage of 
preparation should be 
enough to get together and 
represent our country well 
at the World Cup.” 

Algeria had a bye in the 
first round of the African 
qualifying zone, then defe- 
ated Angola (3-2 on aggre- 
gate), and Zambia (3-0) be 
fore meeting Tunisia, 1978 
World Cup finalist, in the 
final round.

Until the 1980 Olym- 
pics, Algeria had made 
little impression on the 
international Soccer scene. 
Until then, about the best 
known fact regarding the 
game was that writer 
Albert Camus once played 
in goal for the national 
team. 

Although the game was 
imported to Algeria from 
France in the 1890s, Aiger- 
ia has only made real 
international headway in 
the last six years. 

The players have un- 
doubted natural ability — 
but their temperament is 
often suspect. 

Saadane said recently, 
‘Thanks to the natural 
characteristics of my play- 
ers, they have readily 
assimilated the style of 
South Amrican play.” 

With the combination 
of European and South 
American training, the 
Algerians have learned to 
play a poecise passing 
game, and when they are 
playing well, they have 
both speed and penetra- 
tion in attack and defense. 
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res Algeria’s second goal against West Germany in the 1 
Cup. Algeria’s 2-1 win was a result that shocked the world. 


Algeria will undergo a 
15-day acclimitazation 
stay at Crans-Montana in 
Switzerland, at an altitude 
of 1,500 meters, during 
which they face Switzer- 
land in a friendly in- 
ternational at Geneva on 
May 6. 

The team has certainly 
been going through a poor 
spell since qualifying for 
the finals, and lost all 
three matches to Mexico, 
Hungary and South Korea 
on a pre-World Cup 
warm-up tour in Mexico 
last December. 

When Algeria shocked 
the Soccer world in 1982 
by beating West Germany 
in the World Cup Finals, 
Lakhdar Belloumi was 
the player who captured 
much of the attention. 

Belioumi, 27, scored 
the winning goal in that 
2-1 upset and now he’s 
leading Algeria’s bid for 
more shocks in Mexico 
this summer. 

He has all the attributes 
of a top class goalscorer. 
He is quick, has excellent 
ball control, can turn past 
defenders with ease and 
has a knack scoring goals 
in difficult matches. 

Belloumi has played his 
Algerian League Soccer 
with unfashionable Gallia 
Magcara, but his own rep- 
utation puts him among 


the world’s greats. His 
natural tactic is to play 
just behind the strikers, 
timing his surges from 
midfield to maximum 
effect. 

In the 1982 finals, Bel- 
loumi probably played too 
deep, the attacking value 
he showed with his goal 
against the Germans going 
to waste on other occa- 
sions. 

The danger is that 
weakness in Algeria’s de- 
fense will persuade coach 
Rabah Saadane to pull 
him back to disrupt the 
opposition rather than 
commit him to the crea- 
tive side of the game. 

His talents have earned 
comparisons with French- 
man Michel Platini and 
Diego Maradona of 
Argentina, but now Bel- 
loumi has to prove himself 
over again having reco- 
vered from a broken leg. 

He fell victim to the 
violent side of African 
Soccer when playing for 
his club in the African 
Champions’ Cup last 
season. 

Belloumi had promoted 
Gallia Mascara’s remark- 
able recovery from relega- 
tion to win the Algerian 
championship for the first 
time in their first season 
back in the top flight. 

His reputation preceded 
him into the tie with Li- 
byan club Ittihad, whose 
players turned to aggres- 
sion in the return leg after 
losing 40 in Algeria. The 
rough tackles came in 
right from the start and 
after 20 minutes a bad 
foul by Bani Abou Bakr 
left Belloumi with a 
broken leg. 

It was a clean break that 
was pinned, bput in plaster 
and had apparently healed 
well. A week after Alger- 
ia qualified for the World 
Cup finals he injured the 
leg again, but should be 
fully fit in time for 
Mexico, 

Belloumi was first cal- 
led into the national team 
in 1978 when the coach 
was Rachid Mekloufi, the 
former St Etienne player. 
Once in the team, he be- 
came an automatic choice, 
only missing matches 
through injury. 

He has nevér been 
tempted to follow his 
many international team- 
mates into European club 
Soccer, but another fine 
performance at the World 
Cup Finals could bring 
attractive offers.

ENZO BEARZOT caused a minor shock in Italian football circles when he 
named his top 22 for the Mexican World Cup last week.

The squad is fairly im- 
pressive although there are 
the usual questionable de- 
cisions that go with every 
selected squad. 

The tried and tested 
players such as Paolo Ros- 
si, Antonio Cabrini, 
Gaetano Scirea, Bruno 
Conti, Marco Tardelli and 
Alessandro Altobelli are 
all there. 

Then there are the 
youngsters in Giovanni 
Galli (the number one 
goalkeeper), Sebastiano 
Nela, Roberto Tricella, 
Fernando de Napoli, 
Antonio Di Gennaro, 
Gianluca Vialli and 
Giuseppe Galderisi. 

The squad gathered in 
Rome on Friday where 
they headed south toward 
the regions of Calabria 
amid the mountains for a 
10-day training camp anda 
final wrap-up friendly 
against China on May 11 
in Napoli. 

One that quite rightly 
has its critics, a match 
against such a lowly na- 
tion and one that relies on 
quick interchanging move- 
ments, of which Italy will 
not confront at all (poss- 
ibly apart from South 
Korea) because of the rari- 
fied and demanding Mex- 
ican atmosphere. 

Although the younger, 
more inexperienced mem- 
bers of the squad will 


probably be used. 

The shock ommissions 
from the squad would 
have to be goalkeeper, 
Stefano Tacconi of Juven- 
tus; Bruno Giordano 
Napoli’s striker, defender 
Franco Baresi of AC 
Milan and Torino’s mid- 
fielder Giuseppe Dossena. 

The goalkeepers 
selected are Galli, AS 
Roma’s Franco Tancredi 
and Inter-Milan’s Walter 
Zenga Galli went to the 
1982 World Cup as the 
number three keeper 
whilst Zenga who has 
done a good job as Under 
21 keeper has never repre- 
sented. Tancredi has been 
capped some ten times. 

Stefano Tacconi is*the 
number one goalkeeper in 
Italy but his penchant (not 
unlike Bruce Grobbelaar 
of Liverpool) to drop the 
odd clanger has turned 
Bearzot away. 


Also the non-selection 
of Bruno Giordano has 
caused much comment. 
Rightly so. He has been a 
quite lethal marksmen for 
Lazio in the past and now 
Napoli, although his form 
fell away badly towards 
the end of the season and 
in his final few games for 
Italy. Again Bearzot took 
this into account. 

World Cup veterans, 
Rossi, Conti, Cabrini, 
Scirea, Tardelli and 
Altobelli are all four years 
older, but many say, wiser 


and experienced. Rossi is 
only 29, Conti 30, Cabrini 
28, Altobelli, Tardelli 32 
along with Scirea. 


Currently there are 
doubts over the fitness of 
ace centre-forward, Aldo 
Serena of Juventus. This 
Tuns a curious parallel to 
1982 when the then no.1 
striker in Italy, Roberto 
Bettega was forced to miss 
the finals with a knee 
injury. Italian supporters 
will be hoping that light- 
ing doesn’t strike twice in 
this respect.
